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PREFACE 


Fact  Book  1995-96  provides  snapshots  of  data  representing  slices  in  time  about 
Southern  Illinois  University  at  Carbondale.  The  most  current  data  available  are  enclosed  and 
includes  official  10th-day  Fall  1995  enrollment,  faculty  and  staff  data  from  the  September,  1995 
payroll,  degrees  conferred  data  for  Fiscal  Year  1995,  and  Fiscal  Year  1996  budget  data.  In 
addition,  historical  data  for  two  through  ten-year  periods  as  well  as  statewide  comparative  data  is 
enclosed. 

The  availability  of  historical  data  as  well  as  the  comprehensiveness  of  the  data  for 
presentation  purposes  drives  the  final  spreadsheets  and  graphs.  Frequently  requested  informa- 
tion about  Southern  Illinois  University  at  Carbondale  by  staff  and  external  customers  to  the 
campus  is  captured  in  the  tables  with  support  of  graphical  presentations. 

The  tenth  edition  is  composed  of  five  sections,  including  information  about  enrollments 
and  student  characteristics,  academic  programs,  budget,  student  finance,  and  faculty  and  staff. 
Sources  of  the  data  are  identified  and  encompass  annual  external  reports  to  various  state  and 
federal  agencies,  internal  databases,  including  the  student  and  faculty/staff  databases,  and  the 
cooperation  of  various  on-campus  units  at  Southern  Illinois  University  at  Carbondale. 

Questions  and  comments  regarding  Fact  Book  1 995-96  are  encouraged  and  welcomed 
as  we  attempt  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  University.  This  year,  methods  of  acquiring  customer 
feedback  on  campus  included  a  mailed  survey  to  all  on-campus  customers  of  the  Fact  Book,  and 
a  selected  group  of  customers  were  interviewed.  The  input  received  is  invaluable  as  the  Fact 
Book  continues  to  improve  and  evolve.

Overview 

Southern  Illinois  University  at  Carbondale,  chartered  in  1869,  is  a  comprehensive, 
state-supported  institution  with  nationally  and  internationally  recognized  instructional,  research, 
and  service  programs.  Southern  Illinois  University  is  a  multicampus  university  comprising  two 
institutions,  Southern  Illinois  University  at  Carbondale  (SIUC)  with  a  School  of  Medicine  at 
Springfield  and  a  campus  in  Nakajo,  Japan,  and  Southern  Illinois  University  at  Edwardsville 
(SIUE)  with  a  School  of  Dental  Medicine  at  Alton  and  a  center  in  East  St.  Louis.     SIUC 
includes:  Carbondale;  CTC  Carterville  campus;  Southern  Illinois  Airport;  outdoor  laboratories; 
University  Farms.    SIUC  is  a  Research  University  II  as  classified  by  the  1994  Carnegie 
Classifications  of  Higher  Education.  This  category  includes  institutions  that  "offer  a  full  range  of 
baccalaureate  programs,  are  committed  to  graduate  education  through  the  doctorate  degree, 
and  give  high  priority  to  research."  SIUC  is  the  only  Carnegie  Research  II  university  in  Illinois. 


Accreditations 

SIUC  has  Institutional  Accreditation  with  the  following  agencies:  Illinois  State  Board  of 
Education  (ISBE),  National  Council  for  Accreditation  of  Teacher  Education  (NCATE),  North 
Central  Association  of  Colleges  and  Schools,  National  Association  of  Schools  of  Art  and 
Design. 


Faculty 

The  University  faculty  is  dedicated  to  excellence  in  teaching  and  to  the  advancement  of 
knowledge  in  a  wide  variety  of  disciplines  and  professions.  SlUC's  faculty  members  are  well 
known  both  nationally  and  internationally  for  their  varied  research  contributions. 


Distance  Learning 

SIUC  belongs  to  two  consortia  for  Southern  Illinois  higher  education  institutions,  namely,  the 
Southern  Illinois  Collegiate  Common  Market  and  the  Southwestern  Illinois  Higher  Education 
Consortium,  participating  in  a  state-wide  initiative  to  use  distance  learning  technology  to  offer 
courses  electronically  at  off-campus  sites.  Also,  the  Telemedicine  Network,  recently  developed, 
connects  southern  Illinois  medical  and  educational  facilities  with  Springfield.  The  University's 
distance  learning  initiative  is  part  of  a  broader  effort  to  enhance  instruction  through  multimedia 
technology.

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Student  Diversity 

•Among  U.S.  institutions  of  higher  education,  SIUC  ranks  19th  in  numbers  of  international 
students  enrolled.  Besides  the  international  campus  at  Nakajo,  Japan,  SIUC  has  over  76 
linkages  with  universities  and  other  education  agencies  in  43  countries  around  the  world. 

•SIUC  ranks  eighth  among  predominantly  white  schools  in  the  nation  for  the  number  of 
African-American  students  who  earn  bachelor's  degrees  (Black  Issues  in  Higher  Education, 
1995,  1991-92  data).  It  also  ranks  25th  among  all  U.S.  higher  education  institutions  in 
the  number  of  doctorates  granted  to  African-American  students  (National  Research  Council 
survey;  1990-94  data).  In  Fall  1995,  approximately  7  percent  of  SIUC  doctoral  degrees  went  to 
African  Americans. 

•SlUC's  student  enrollment  is  made  up  of  58  percent  men  and  42  percent  women. 

•In  the  1950s,  SIUC  became  one  of  the  first  campuses  in  the  nation  to  become  physically 
accessible  to  individuals  with  disabilities.  Students  with  disabilities  make  up  approximately  3 
percent  of  the  total  enrollment. 

•SIUC  students  at  off-campus  sites  across  the  U.S.  make  up  12  percent  of  the  total  student 
enrollment.

During  FY  95,  the  University  received  791  grant  and  contract  awards  totaling  $42.7  million  from 

outside  agencies  for  research,  training,  and  service  projects  (excluding  awards  administered  by 

the  Financial  Aid  Office).  Competitive  research  grants  and  contracts  accounted  for 

$19.3  million  of  the  total.  In  addition,  around  100  research  and  creative  projects  are  funded  r 

each  year  through  several  internal  grants  programs  coordinated  by  the  Office  of  Research 

Development  and  Administration.  SlUC's  major  research  units  include  the  Coal  Research 

Center,  the  Cooperative  Wildlife  Research  Laboratory,  the  Cooperative  Fisheries  Research 

Laboratory,  the  Materials  Technology  Center,  the  Center  for  Archaeological  Investigations,  the 

Pontikes  Center  for  Management  of  Information,  and  the  Center  for  Alzheimer  Disease  and 

Related  Disorders  at  the  School  of  Medicine  in  Springfield.

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DEFINITIONS  OF  TERMS  USED 

The  purpose  of  this  section  is  to  define  the  terms  used  in  the  Fact  Book,  and  as  they  are 
used  by  the  University.  Assisting  the  customer  to  understand  the  terms  used  in  the  tables  and 
graphs  is  a  primary  objective  of  the  following. 

BUDGET 

General  Revenue  Funds  are  those  funds  established  to  receive  the  major  portion  of  the  tax 
revenues  and  to  pay  the  regular  operating  and  administrative  expenses  of  most  State  agencies. 
(Source:  Comptroller's  Uniform  Statewide  Accounting  System-Procedure  09.10.20) 

University  Income  Funds  are  those  funds  which  receive  revenues,  such  as  fees  and  tuition  at 
State-supported  institutions  of  higher  education.  These  funds  are  appropriated  for  the  support, 
operation  and  improvement  of  State-supported  colleges  and  universities.  (Source: 
Comptroller's  Uniform  Statewide  Accounting  System-Procedure  09.10.20) 

Educational  Assistance  is  a  "Special  State  Fund"  established  July  1,  1989  by  the  Illinois 
Income  Tax  Act.  This  act  established  that  a  portion  of  the  state  income  tax  be  provided  as 
financial  assistance  to  Elementary,  Secondary,  and  Higher  Education  in  the  State  of  Illinois.

ENROLLMENTS 

Full-time  students  are  undergraduate  students  enrolled  for  12  or  more  credit  hours  per 
semester  and  graduate  students  enrolled  for  9  or  more  credit  hours  per  semester.  This 
definition  is  adhered  to  when  enrollment  data  is  reported  to  the  Integrated  Postsecondary 
Education  Data  System  (IPEDS).  (Source:  National  Center  for  Education  Statistics) 

Headcount  is  defined  as  the  count  of  each  student  enrolled  for  one  or  more  courses  taken  for  a 
semester  following  the  third  week. 

FTE  (full-time  equivalent)  is  defined  as  an  enrollment  unit  used  to  represent  a  student  enrolled 
for  a  full  course  of  study.  It  is  calculated  by  dividing  total  credit  hours  enrolled  by  1 5  for  an 
undergraduate  student  and  total  credit  hours  by  12  for  a  graduate  student  for  a  semester.  This 
definition  is  adhered  to  when  enrollment  data  is  reported  to  the  Integrated  Postsecondary 
Education  Data  System  (IPEDS).  (Source:  National  Center  for  Education  Statistics) 

Non-persisting  indicates  a  student  who  is  no  longer  enrolled  at  Southern  Illinois  University  at 
Carbondale  in  any  program.  Furthermore,  this  term  is  used  to  identify  a  student  who  is  enrolled 
at  some  point  within,  an  academic  year  but  does  not  return  the  following  year. 
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FACULTY 

Full-time  Faculty  includes  members  of  the  Instruction/Research  staff  who  are  employed  full 
time  and  whose  major  regular  assignment  (more  than  50%)  is  instruction,  including  those  with 
released  time  for  research.  This  definition  is  adhered  to  when  faculty  data  is  reported  to  the 
Integrated  Postsecondary  Education  Data  System  (IPEDS).  (Source:  National  Center  for 
Education  Statistics).  Full  time  is  defined  as  a  100  percent  appointment. 

Part-time  Faculty  includes  faculty  with  less  than  a  100  percent  appointment  at  the  University. 


OTHER 

CPI  or  Consumer  Price  Index  reports  changes  in  prices  paid  for  food,  clothing,  shelter, 
transportation,  and  the  other  goods  and  services  that  people  buy  for  day-to-day  living.  The  U.S. 
Bureau  of  Labor  Statistics  compiles  this  index.  (Source:  Inflation  Measures  for  Schools  and 
Colleges,  1995  Update) 


HEPI  or  Higher  Education  Price  Index  measures  the  effects  of  inflation  on  the  current 
operations  of  colleges  and  universities.  The  U.S.  Department  of  Education  compiles  this  index.
